Report  of  the 
Superintending  School  Committee, 
Dixfield 


It  is  the  pleasure  of  the  School  Committee  to  present  to 
the  citzens  of  Dixfield  their  Annual  Report. 

We  shall  need  an  appropriation  of  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000.00)  for  the  support  of  the  Common  -Schools  during 
the  ensuing  year.  This  amount  includes  the  cost  of  instruc- 
tion, conveyance,  janitor  service,  fuel,  lights  and  tuition. 

We  shall  need  for  books  and  supplies  for  the  ensuing- 
year  two  hundred  dollars  ($200.00). 

The  appropriation  for  repairs  should  be  at  least  three 
hundred  dollars  ($300.00).  A  good  deal  of  repairing  is  nec- 
essary on  some  of  the  rural  school  buildings. 

For  our  share  of  superintendence  we  shall  need  an  ap- 
propriation of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($150.00). 

For  the  support  of  a  "Class  A"  High  School  during  the 
ensuring  year  the  town  should  vote  to  raise  the  sum  of  ten 
hundred  and  fifty  dollars  ($1,050.00).  Five  hundred  and 
fifty  dollars  ($550.00)  to  be  raised  by  the  town.  Under  this 
Class  the  town  will  be  reimbursed  by  the  State  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500.00). 

The  balance  of  the  labratory  and  insurance  funds  will  be 
sufficent  to  meet  the  demands  for  the  ensuing  year.

Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  Superintending  School  Committee,  Dixfield. 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  my  second  annual 
report  of  the  conditions  in  the  schools  of  the  town. 

SCHOOL  ACCOMODATIONS 

The  new  school  building  is  large  enough  to  accomodate 
the  pupils  of  the  village  without  overcrowding;  but  there 
will  be  need  for  extra  desks  and  seats,  in  the  high  school 
room,  before  the  fall  term  opens  in  September.  It  may  be 
necessary,  also,  to  have  additional  desks  in  some  of  the 
grade  rooms. 

The  rural  schools  have  been  repaired  in  some  partic- 
ulars. Several  of  the  buildings  have  been  equipped  with 
desks  taken  from  the  old  school  building,  and  the  condit- 
ions in  these  schools  are  some  better.  It  is  unfortunate, 
however,  that  the  citizens  of  the  eastern  part  of  the  town, 
could  not' agree  on  the  location  for  a  central  school,  which 
would  admit  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Lancaster,  Centre, 
Towle  and  Paul  districts.  The  establishment  of  such  a 
school  would  be  in  line  with  modern  educational  practice, 
and  tend  towards  a  more  efficient  training  for  the  children 
in  the  rural  communities  represented.  I  trust  that  this 
matter  may  be  taken  up  again,  and  that  the  citizens  will 
act  wisely  in  the  matter,  sacrificing,  if  need  be,  little  perso- 
nal differences  for  the  good  of  the  children  who  will  be  the 
citzens  of  the  future. 

SCHOOL  EQUIPMENT 

During  the  past  year  great  care  has  been  exercised  in 
the  purchase  of  text-books  and  supplies.  A  new  method  of 
teaching  reading  has  been  introduced  into  the  three  lower 
grades,  and  it  has  proved  to  be  a  vast  improvement  over 
the  work  of  previous  years.   Citizens  and  others  who  have 
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visited  the  schools,  in  which  the  new  books  are  used,  have 
been  very  favorably  impressed  with  the  work  of  the  pupils. 
Maps  have  been  purchased  for  the  rural  schools,  and  old 
worn  out  text-books  have  been  replaced  in  some  cases. 
Sanitary  drinking  fountains  have  been  placed  in  the  new 
school  building-,  and  they  are  a  valuable  addition  to  our 
equipment.  There  is  need  of  new  books  for  the  spring  term, 
and  also  a  few  charts  to  use  in  connection  with  the  work  in 
nature  study,  physiology,  geography,  etc.  Arrangements 
should  be  made  for  fire  protection  in  the  new  building.  At 
present  there  are  no  fire  extinguishers,  or  hose  handy  in 
case  of  an  emergency. 

A  NAME  FOR  THE  NEW  BUILDING 

The  new  building  should  have  a  name,  and  money 
should  be  appropriated  with  which  to  purchase  a  suitable 
sign-board.  I  should  like  to  recommend  three  names  from 
which  a  choice  may  be  made,  namely: —  Longfellow,  Emer- 
son, Bryant.  The  school  children  will  raise  money  to  pur- 
chase a  bust  of  the  author,  after  whom  the  building  is 
named. 

TEACHING  CORPS 

The  work  of  the  teachers,  on  the  whole,  has  been  very 
gratifying.  JThe  standard  of  work  in  our  schools  has  been 
raised  considerably,  because  of  their  efforts.  The  difficulty 
in  our  schools,  especially  in  our  rural  schools,  is  that  of  se- 
curing teachers  with  sufficient  training  and  experience  on 
our  present  salary  basis.  We  are  practically  forced  to  hire 
teachers  for  our  rural  schools  who  are  immature,  and  in 
most  cases  with  only  a  high  school  training,  and  without 
experience.  This  condition  may  be  made  better  by  raising 
the  salary  of  teachers'  fifty  cents  per  week,  each  year  they 
are  re-elected,  until  the  limit  of  $12.00  is  reached.  A  teach- 
er starting  at  a  weekly  salary  of  $7,50,  would,  after  one 
year's  sevice,  be  re-elected  at  a  weekly  salary  of  $8.00,  and 
ho  on  until  the  limit  ($12.00)  was  reached.    This  arrange- 
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ment  would  make  it  possible  for  us  to  hold  our  good  teach- 
ers more  than  one  year,  and  thus  strengthen  our  teaching 
staff. 

COURSE  OF  STUDY 

The  new  course  of  study  has  been  published,  and  has 
been  applied  in  the  schools  of  the  town.  It  would  be  diffi- 
cult to  say  just  what  the  final  results  will  be  from  the  new 
course;  but  we  are  confident  that  a  new  standard  of  scholar- 
ship will  be  established,  and  teachers  will  not  have  to  guess 
what  to  do  in  this  or  that  grade,  as  they  have  done  in  the 
past.  One  of  the  first  discoveries  made,  as  a  result  of  the 
new  requirements,  was  the  one-sided,  unsystematic  training 
which  many  of  the  pupils  had  received.  This  condition  was 
most  noticable  in  the  grammar  grades,  and  certain  changes 
have  been  made  which  we  trust  will  be  for  the  best  interest 
of  the  pupils.  When  teachers  change  positions,  as  often  as 
they  have  in  the  schools  of  the  town,  and  each  teacher,  in 
taking  up  her  work  in  the  school,  changes  the  course  of 
study  to  suit  her  own  pleasure,  we  should  expect  to  find  pu- 
pils who  are  strong  in  some  lines  of  work  and  weak  in  others 
according  as  the  teacher  is  a  lover  of  one  or  the  other  lines 
of  work.  Such  is  not  the  case,  however,  when. an  established 
course  of  study  exists  in  the  schools,  and  I  should  recom- 
mend that  the  present  course  be  adopted  for  at  least  three 
years  in  order  that  the  schools  of  the  town  maty  be  raised 
to  a  higher  standard  of  scholarship,  and  a  more  practical 
system  of  education  maintained.

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  annual  re- 
port of  the  work  in  the  village  schools. 

The  high  school  opened  in  the  fall  with  twenty-six  pu- 
pils, twelve  of  whom  were  upper  classmen,  and  fourteen  were 
first  year  students  seeking  admission.  Two  of  the  new  stu- 
dents failed  to  pass  their  entrance  examinations,  four  were 
conditioned  in  arithmetic,  and  one  attended  for  only  two 
weeks.  So,  there  were  twenty-three  pupils  in  attendance 
during  the  fall  term.  All  have  returned  for  the  winter  term. 
Out  of  the  twenty -three,  fifteen  live  outside  the  village  limits, 
and  ten  of  the  fifteen  live  out  of  town.  There  has  been  an 
increase  in  the  number  attending  of  53%.  The  percentage 
of  attendance  in  the  fall  term  was  96%,  an  exceptionally 
high  percentage.  All  this  proves  that  Dixfield  High  School 
has  established  a  good  reputation  and  maintained  a  high 
standard  during  the  last  two  years.  The  trial  of  the  new 
course  of  study  last  year  showed  that  a  few  slight  improve- 
ments could  be  made.  These  have  been  made  as  you  sug- 
gested, and  the  revised  course  of  study  is  as  follows:

As  stated  in  the  report  last  year,  the  principle  underly- 
ing this  course  of  study  is,  "Teach  the  pupil  what  he  needs 
to  know.'1  The  student  preparing  for  college  and  the  stu- 
dent preparing  for  life  have  equal  opportunities  in  this 
course  and  an  equal  standing  in  the  school.  The  course  is 
made  for  the  good  of  the  pupil.  Those  intending  to  enter 
college  will  find  the  College  Preparatory  Course  best  adapt- 
ed to  their  needs,  while  those  not  seeking  higher  education 
should  follow  the  Scientific  Course.  All  the  work  is  made 
very  practical.  Especially  in  the  Scientific  Course,  the  work 
is  adapted  to  the  problems  of  real  every-day  life.  Much 

work  is  given  w  hich  is  not  to  be  found  in  text-books;  such 

.  .      .    .      0 .  . 

as  the  measuring  and  furnishing  of  rooms  in  the  building; 

the  measuring  and  mapping  of  the  school  grounds;  the 
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study  of  the  climate,  the  physical  geography  and  the  in- 
dustries of  the  state  of  Maine;  and  topical  discussions  in  the 
english  and  history  classes.  One  of  the  most  valuable  sub- 
jects introducted  is  spelling.  This  has  been  accomplished 
by  Miss  Knight  and  has  proven  a  great  success.  The  town 
was  very  fortunate  to  sercure  her  services  again.  The  Eng- 
lish work  is  adapted  to  the  needs  of  each  pupil,  and  aims  to 
make  his  everyday  speech  and  correspondence  correct,  while 
at  the  same  time  it  develops  a  taste  for  the  best  literature. 
The  work  in  science  aims  to  give  the  pupil  such  a  knowledge 
of  Nature,  that  he  can  see  her  laws  and  wonders  in  his  every- 
day life,  and  life  will  mean  more  to  him  whatever  his  occu- 
pation. 

Many  additions  have  been  made  to  the  equipment  of  the 
high  school  during  the  past  year.  The  Dirigo  School  Im- 
provement League  have  placed  two  pictures  in  the  school 
room,  and  are  contemplating  the  purchase  of  a  bust  of  the 
person  for  whom  the  building  is  to  be  named.  The  proceeds 
of  the  prize  speaking  were  used  to  purchase  a  clock,  and  the 
proceeds  from  the  school  paper,  "The  Dix",  were  formed  in 
to  a  library  fund.  Last  year  "Ridpath's  History  of  the 
United  States",  two  books  on  electricity,  "Bird  Neighbors'" 
and  "Lincoln's  Life  and  Speeches"  were  added  to  the  good 
library  possessed  by  the  school. 

The  great  need  of  more  blackboard  space  has  not  been 
satisfied.  Much  of  the  class  work  must  now  be  done  on  pa- 
per, a  process  which  results  in  a  great  w^aste  of  time  and  pa- 
per. There  should  be  placed  in  the  laboratory,  a  cabinet, 
as  it  is  very  inconvenient  to  hunt  for  chemicals  in  a  drawer, 
when  they  could  be  found  on  a  shelf  at  a  glance. 

In  the  grammar  grades,  Mrs.  Harmon  has  given  practi: 
cal  work  in  carpentry  to  the  boys  who  work  in  the  base- 
ment, and  to  the  girls  she  has  given  needle  work.  She  has 
also  had  a  reading  table  placed  in  her  room.  Miss  Deering 
has  done  very  good  work  in  the  intermediate  room,  while 
Mrs.  Lane  has  continued  her  excellent  work  in  the  primary 
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room.  The  new  reading  books  which  you  selected  are  prov- 
ing a  wonderful  success.  Results  are  accomplished  which 
are  so  good  as  to  be  almost  unbelievable  until  they  have 
been  seen.  Mr.  Dockham  has  made  a  very  good  truant  offi- 
cer, and  the  improvement  in  the  attendance,  especially  in 
the  grades,  is  due  largely  to  him.  His  work  as  a  janitor 
also,  is  highly  satisfactory.  With  the  money  raised  by  the 
pupils  from  school  entertainments  and  in  other  ways,  a 
picture  and  clock  have  been  placed  in  the  grammar  room,  a 
picture  in  the  intermediate  room  and  a  book-case  in  the 
primary  room. 

The  people  of  the  community  have  co-operated  with  the 
teachers  in  many  ways.  Many  valuable  and  highly  appre- 
ciated gifts  have  been  made  to  the  schools  during  the  year. 
The-  setting  out  of  the  trees'  around  the  school  grounds  was 
an  act  for  which  too  much  praise  cannot  be  given. 

The  principal  wishes  to  thank  the  people  of  the  commu- 
nity for  the  opportunity  of  public  service  which  they  have 
given  him.

ATTENDANCE 

The  attendance  in  our  schools  has  been  very  good;  but 
there  is  yet  room  for  improvement.  Eighty-eight  per  cent, 
is  the  average  attendance  for  the  year;  and  I  believe  it  is 
possible  to  keep  the  average  attendance  above  ninety  per- 
cent., if  the  parents  will  exercise  much  care  in  granting  per- 
missions to  their  children  to  stay  at  home  half-days  or 
whole  days  as  the  case  may  be. 

RURAL  SCHOOLS 

The  work  in  the  rural  schools,  has  not  been  just  what 
we  should  like  to  see;  but  some  progress  has  been  made. 
We  have  tried  to  raise  the  standard  of  our  rural  schools  by 
encouraging  the  pupils  to  take  an  interest  in  Nature  Study 
and  Elementary  Agriculture  and  to  do  practical  work  in

Arithmetic  in  connection  with  their  home  and  school  work. 
The  great  handicap,  however,  is  the  difficulty  of  securing 
teachers,  who  will  continue,  any  length  of  time,  in  a  school. 
A  business  firm  that  is  constantly  changing  managers  can 
not  be  very  successful,  and  the  same  is  true  of  a  school  that 
is  constantly  changing  teachers.  We  must  pay  our  teach- 
ers according  to  their  ability  and  experience  if  we  hope  to 
keep  them  long  enough  to  be  of  any  value  in  the  education 
of  our  pupils. 

CONCLUSION 

In  closing  my  report  I  wish  to  state  that  the  schools  of 
Dixfield  are  in  line  for  advancement.  We  have  worked  for 
results  and  results  are  beginning  to  show  in  all  departments 
of  our  system.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  to 
see  to  it  that  means  are  provided,  not  only  to  keep  the 
schools  up  to  a  high  mark,  but  to  admit  of  further  progress. 

1  take  great  pleasure  in  stating:— that  our  teachers 
have  done  their  very  best  to  make  the  schools  a  success; 
that  the  School  Committee  have  had  the  best  interest  of  the 
schools  and  the  town  at  heart,  in  all  of  their  actions;  that 
the  citizens  have  co-operated  in  a  very  cordial  manner  in 
the  work  of  the  schools.  With  the  continued  support  of 
these  forces  our  schools  cannot  help  but  prosper.
